A Copy of the game:regulations for 
the 1920 season is to hand from the 
Chief game warden. Of important in_ 
terest is the announcement that trap¬ 
ping of muskrats south of the North 
Saskatchewan river is prohibited at 1 
all times. This prohibition will con¬ 
tinue for a sufficient time to enable 
the rats to again become reasonably 
plentiful as at present there is scarce¬ 
ly any of these animals to be found in 
any section of the southern half of 
the province. 

Deer, moose and caribou can be 
hunted during November, apd up to 
Dec. 14. Duck and geese season ends 
Dec. 14. Grouse, prairie chicken 
and partridge season is on from Oct. 
15 to the end 6f the month. Hungar¬ 
ian partridge can be shot all through 
October, Mink, fisher, marten can 
be trapped, November, December, 
January, February and March while 
otter can <be trapped from November 
to the end of April. Muskrat can be 
trapped north of the Saskatchewan

The Slump In Wheat 

There is a general opinion among 
grain men in this part of the country 
that the recent slump in the price of 
wheat, which has been creating an 
uncertain and panicky condition not 
Only among grain sellers but among 
all producers, might have been avoid¬ 
ed had the policy of national market¬ 
ing been continued. Grain dealers 
themselves do not deny that the 
slump might have been avoided en¬ 
tirely or at laast have been greatly 
modiled, had the old Canada Wheat 
Board continued to operate. 

There was no real objection urged 
tc the administration of the Canada 
Wheat Board. It carried on very 
successfully. It got for the farmer 
for his grain more than he expected, 
tt conducted the business in a most 
businesslike manner.

40,000 Cars Needed

The service of forty thousand rail¬ 
way cars will be needed for the trans¬ 
portation of this year’s grain crops 
from the western district of the Can¬ 
adian National Railways, officials of 
the amalgamated lines estimated re_ 
cently. 

From this territory it is estimated 
that the harvest to be removed by the 
National railway will include twenty- 
seven million bushels -of wheat, eweh* 
ty million bushels of oats; five hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand bushels of 
fiax; two million bushels of barley 
and fifty thousand bushels of rye. 

From these figures, officials of the 
Canadian National railways point out 
the task of providing sufficient cars 
and an adequate grain transportation 
service will be a gigantic one.

No More Luxury Tax? 

There is a strong probability that 
the coming session -of "parliament will 
see considerable variation in the tax¬ 
ation measures of the government. 

The business profits tax is likely to 
go, and possibly the luxury tax may 
be replaced by the sales tax. It will 
be recalled that the business tax was 
renewed this year despite very strong 
objections from business interests, 
which represented it to be an imped¬ 
iment to commercial and industrial 
expansion.

Favors Reduction 

Of The Tarriff 

Reduction of the tariff to give the 
farmers opportunities to buy in the 
open market, was requested by the 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, provincial 
minister of agriculture, who was the 
chief witness before the tariff com¬ 
mission sitting at Edmonton recently. 

“Alberta farmers have to compete 
in the open market for the sale of 
their goods. All that they ask is that 
they have the privilege of buying im¬ 
plements of production in the same 
manner. The reduction of the tariff 
burden will enable hem to prosper.” 
he said. 

“The increase of exports will bring 
revenue to the Dominion this year and 
the best means *of securing this in¬ 
crease will be to remove the tariff on 
farm implements.” he continued. 

He pointed out that the farmer can¬ 
not possibly benefit by the present 
tariff. He has to compete in the open 
market for the sale of his crops. As
